TOUGH FOR FUO. 

That filly had much the best of the send- 
off and additionally was benefited by an 
inner rail position. She reached the stretch 
turn many lengths in advance of the others 
and held her lead well to outstay Fuo, a 
representative of the Audley Farm Stable. 
Son of Tromp, which finished in third place, 
raced as if best and, with anything like an 
even start, would probably have won. 

Backers of favorites suffered extensive 
losses during the afternoon. Favorites being 
downed in most instances, only one choice. 
Centimeter, winning. His victory came in the 
third race that brought to the post a fairly 
representative band of sprinters in a high 
priced claiming race. Parke rushed him from 
the barrier in swift fashion and made every 
post a winning one. He had to be shaken up 
near the end to outstay Cloughjordan and 
Lorena Marcellia. It was Parke’s only win- 
ning mount during the day. 

In the feature, a mile race, carrying a 
value of $1,200 added. Thimble came into her 
own and won w-ell under restraint. Condi- 
tions were exactly to her liking, a fast pace 
in the early stages forced by Lady Madcap 
and Oui Oui contributing to her success. The 
joint pace making effort of Oui Oui and 
Lady Madcap proved suicidal, for it ex- 
hausted both in the first three-quarters and 
left them badly prepared for Thimble’s final 
challenge.

The Maryland Jockey Club had its in- 
ception at a dinner party at Saratoga in 
1S68. Racing at that famous watering place 
had already attained to such pre-eminence 
as to attract the attention of lovers of the 
sport from other parts of the country and 
to stimulate in them a desire to emulate 
in their own localities the achievements of 
the Saratoga course. 

It w-as naturally to be expected that 
such a feeling should early be developed 
among wealthy Marylanders, for their state 
shared with Virginia and South Carolina 
the honor of being the birthplace of Ameri- 
can thoroughbred racing. 

Those who felt in that year of 1868 that 
it was quite time that Maryland should re- 
turn again to the support of that sport which 
had been its former pride and glory, both 
as a colony and a state, decided, to use their 
own language, “to inaugurate the contem- 
plated meeting appointed to take place at 
Baltimore in 1870 by a sw-eepstakes of such 
magnitude as w-ould command, from its 
value and the celebrity of the colts and 
filles that would probably be engaged in it, 
an attention and an interest from the racing 
public gratifying to all true friends of the 
turf in every section of our common coun- 
try.” 

NAMED DINNER STAKES. 

In honor of the occasion the event was 
called the Dinner Party Stakes, the con- 
ditions of which were a sw-eepstakes for 
colts and fillies, then three-year-olds, the 
distance tw'o miles. The subscription was 
limited to the gentlemen present and closed 
with seven subscribers. Subsequently, at 
the request of ow-ners from all parts of tlio 
country the stake was reopened, made of a 
l roader and more valuable characted and 
attracted national attention. 

After tw-o or three years the Dinner Stakes 
was changed to the Dixie Stakes, and as 
such became one of the most important and 
valuable turf events of the country. 

The noted Preakness, on the threshold of 
his fame, was the first winner, in 1870. The 
even more famous Harry Bassett ’’walked 
over” for it in 1871, and other great horses 
included among its w-inners were Hubbard, 
Torn Bowling, Vandal ite, Tom Ochiltree, 
Vigil, King Faro, Duke of Magenta, Moni- 
tor, Grenada,’ Criekmore, Monarch, George 
Kinney, Loftin, East Lynne, The Bard, Han- 
over and Taragon. 

With such a wealth of tradition invested 
in it the revived Dixie Handicap should 
regain its former place of glory on the 
American turf and take rank with the 
Preakness Stakes and Pimlico Futurity as 
the greatest of the Pimlico stake features. 

RACING DAYS IN AUSTRALIA

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Here and There 
on the Turf 

The Road to Riding Fame. 

Few First Class Jockeys. 
Exaggerated Rewards. 

Natural Ability Needed. 

Almost every day in the year Daily Racing 
Form receives one or more letters from young 
men who ask information as to what they 
must do to become jockeys. The exploits of 
young Ivan Parke have given added impetus 
to this epidemic of correspondence. Becoming 
a jockey is not so easy as some of these letter 
writers seem to imagin?. There are hundreds 
of men now long past their prime in this coun- 
try who have held similar ambitions. Many 
of them attached themselves to stables in their 
youth, performed the many menial tasks which 
fell to the lot of the stable boy and yet went 
through the years without obtaining a single 
opportunity to ride a horse in a race. 

Others, now far beyond the age and weight 
at which the rider is able to ply his trade, are 
exercising horses in the morning with no pros- 
pects that they will ever have an opportunity 
to advance beyond this stage. These men are 
hardened and disappointed because their early 
ambitions were never realized. 

Young Ivan Parke, lucky and possessing un- 
usual ability, won his way to the top of the 
jockey list in his first year of riding. Similar 
feats have been performed by' riders in the 
past and may be performed by riders in the 
future, but of the hundreds of boys attached 
to the various stables of the country not more 
than an extremely small percentage will ever 
have an opportunity to ride in an actual race. 

The life of a stable boy is not a bed of roses 
by any means, and every one of these young- 
sters who hopes to become a jockey must pas? 
through that phase of development. Leaving 
his bed before daylight, cleaning out staUs, 
grooming horses and performing the many 
other laborious and often distasteful tasks that 
are a part of every stable’s routine, the boy 
attached to the average thoroughbred estab 
lishment is not likely to find his task either 
easy or pleasant. 

The boy who is able to stand the hard life 
of this early period .of training may or may not 
advance to the point where he will be al- 
lowed to ride horses at exercise. If he does 
advance to this point he may or may not be 
given the further opportunity of showing his 
mettle in actual racing. 

In any case the chances are against him. In 
nine cases out of ten the boy will become dis- 
couraged when he does not advance as quickly 
as he had hoped and either abandons the at 
tempt to become a jockey or allows his interest 
in the work at hand to lapse until he throws 
away whatever chance remains for him to real- 
ize his ambitions. 

Of course, the rewards that are his if he 
does succeed in developing himself into a first- 
class rider are well worth all the effort which 
he may have expended, but it must be remem 
bered that the really first -class jockeys are ex 
tremely few and the second raters for the 
most part can do little better than make a ! 
living. Increasing weight is a constant menace 
and the necessity of reducing from time to 
time is often the means of ruining a rider’s 
health.

Big retaining fees and generous presents for 
stake victories are the lot of only a few riders 
at best. The general run of jockeys are not 
| able to command an income that would at 
tract any great number of men from other 
J callings. But the publicity that attends the 
| success of an individual rider appeals so 
! strongly to the imagination of many a young 
I ster that the facts of the case are obscured 
jin their minds. 

The riders who are not collecting big retain 
I ing fees and generous presents do not obtain 
such publicity. It is assumed by those who do 
not know that all of the jockeys are enjoying 
enormous incomes, but in racing, as in all 
other lines of human endeavor, recompense is 
governed by the economic flow’ of supply and 
demand. There are always plenty of mediocre 
j riders available. They can command no 
premiums and seldom obtain contracts. They 
must take their chances in obtaining mounts 
and often days will pass without their enjoying 
a single opportunity to ride. Their incomes 
depend upon their chances to perform and 
consequently are at best uncertain. 

Similar conditions in ordinary business would 
tend to keep men out of the affected vocation, 
but the glamor of racing lends to riding an 
altogether artificial attraction. 

Light weight is not enough to make a 
jockey, as many of Daily Racing Form’s young 
correspondents seem to think. To succe:d as 
a rider a man needs a wealth of experience with 
horses, as well as many inherent faculties 
which arc extremely rare. A boy may acquire 
the ability to have his mount away from the 
I barrier quickly. He may learn by experienr? 
the pure’y mechanical functions of a jockey. 
But there are many things about race riding 
which he can never learn they must be born 
in him if he is to be a great jockey. A -first

! class rider can take a horse out on the track 
and send him a distance within a fraction of 
a second of a given time. It is such ability 
as this that makes a rider a good judge of pace 
-such a jockey will not make the mistake of 
sending his mount along at a killing pace in 
the early part of a race. 

A great rider is one who combines all of the 
mechanical efficiency which can be acquired 
with all of the natural horsemanship which 
can endow a jockey. Such combinations are 
rare. It was natural horsemanship just as 
much as the famous “monkey crouch” that 
made Tod Sloan famous. His judgment of 
pace and his ability to persuade a horse to do 
his best were more or less obscured in the 
public eye by the more obvious factor of his 
style, but the “monkey crouch” did not help 
riders who did not possess Sloan’s natural 
ability. 

Earl Sande possesses this natural horseman- 
ship in a degree hardly exceeded by any rider 
now’ active. He has an uncanny ability to 
judge pace and a remarkable faculty for per 
suading his mounts to do their best. Many a 
close race has been decided by his nursing tac- 
tics on a tired horse and many a winning horse 
under his guidance would have been beaten 
under another’s handling. Sande’s experience 
with horses began early in life and before he 
ever rede in a real race he knew how to ride. 
Without his natural ability all this experience 
could not have made him a great rider. The 
combination of experience and natural endow 
ments explains his success.

Mr. W. C. Whitney occupies first place in 
the list of winning owners for 1903 with 
winnings of $102,569. James B. Haggin was 
second with the fine sum of $89,795, to which 
Waterboy was the chief contributor. The 
Hampton Stable vras third with $83,790, mostly 
won by the grand colt Africander. The popular 



owner Captain Samuel S. Brown shows up 
well in fourth place with $80,630. The chair- 
man of the Jockey Club, Mr. August Belmont, 
held his own in good style in 1903 with $75,- 
508. Sidney Paget and E. R. Thomas are 
well up in the list with $88,185 and $75,460 
respectively. Mr. Edward Corrigan won $52- 
840, but so huge was his list of horses in 
training that it is doubtful if that sum much 
i more than paid expenses. John E. Madden, 
F. Cook and S. C. Hildreth all had a measure 
of success that meant prosperity. Other owners 
who did well in 1903 through the successful 
performances of their horses were James R. 
Keene, Frank Farrell, Barney Schreiber, Fox- 
hall P. Keene, E. E. Smathers, W. B. Jennings 
& Co., W. M. Scheftel, M. J. Daly, J. B. Res- 
pess, J. W. Colt and the Clay Bros. The west- 
ern turfmen J. W. Schorr and George C. Ben- 
nett each had a disappointing year when com- 
pared with their much greater returns in 1902. 

Very prolific of good horses, speedy, staying, 
up to high weights and comparing favorably 
with the best of preceding years was 1903. It 
fell to a very great three year old, Africander, 
to head its list of winning horses, just as one 
of that age, but not so grand a racer, Major 
Daingerfield, did in 1902. Africander won 
$70,810, Major Daingerfield $57,685. A re- 
markably fast four-year-old, Waterboy, was 
scccnd in 1903 with $50,775 to his credit, the 
Futurity winner Hamburg Belle being third 
with $47,125, and the champion two-year-old 
colt, Highball, fourth w’ith $39,923. Last year 
1 the second, third and fourth in the winning 
list were the two-year-olds Savable, Irish Lad 
and Mizzen. Of this trio only Irish Lad up- 
held his two-year old fame by landing $27,350 
as a three-year old, including the Brooklyn 
Handicap in his victories. The American 
Derby winner, The Picket, comes fifth in 1903 
with $33,680 won, and the great four year-oki 
McChesney more than repaid the $30,000 E. E. 
Smathers paid for him by winning a total of 
$31,175. Claude, Shorthos?, Aristocracy, Pul- 
sus, Magistrate, Delhi, Herniis, Hurstbourne, 
Beldame, Igniter and Race King were all win- 
ners of sums out of the ordinary and all ahead 
of the best horse of the year, Dick Welles, the 
I latter not being extensively engaged.

P. P. Gilpin, the noted English trainer, 
continues his discussion of his unknown cor- 
respondents in the following article, which is 
reprinted from the London Weekly Dispatch : 

I get quite a large number of letters from 
Ireland, probably because of my connection 
therewith. One before me is quite amusing. 
The writer is generously sympathetic over 
my ill luck in this year’s Derby and hopes 
for my success in the Cambridgeshire. He 
feels sure of seeing me win, and proceeds : 

“My wife is more sure of this than I am. 
She proposes calling for the intercession of 
the saints by offering an occasional Ave 
Maria, in order, as she puts it, to save a 
man a lifelong disappointment. All my per- 
suasive powers will not convince her that j 
she should invoke the aid of th« *lower 
powers.’ ** 

Another Irishman, “exiled from the old 
country,” lias an artful method of trying | 
to extract “tips” or information. He writes ] 
from a Sussex address and concludes a flat- 
tering letter with : “It has occurred to me 

that you have much trouble in making in- 
vestments at a remunerative price, for when 
you show' your hand the market dries up. I 
thought if you allow’ed me to execute part 
of your commission business I could do so 
quietly, and therefore show a vastly better 
return than if done by yourself personally 
on the course. 

NO CASH IN ADVANCE. 

“I w'ould not require any cash at all in 
advance. So if you requested me to invest, 
say, $1,200, I would dispatch twenty-five 
telegrams to bookmakers in Scotland and 
Ireland within one hour of time of race. 
Then the transaction could not return to the 
course and cramp the starting price. I am 
not a gambler — far from it. My maximum 
stake is $50 — which I seldom reach — but this 
business (if you permit me) would break the 
monotony in this dull little place.” I hope 
I am not unkind in thinking that he was a 
little more ingenious than ingenuous.

asking for a “pointer” for the Cesarew’itch, 
a second from an admirality official com- 
miserating with me on some recent stroke 
of ill luck ; a third from a Scottish cor- 
respondent who says he backed Town Guard 
for the Derby, but that his luck this year 
is so atrocious that any bet of his would 
“stop an express train let alone a race 
horse,” and a fourth from an Irish priest
